And So It Began... 


These excerpts of Wesleyan history are taken from an article by Helen Glenn, M.A., found in 
the April, 1958 reprint of the Bulletin of Wesleyan College, Volume 38, Number 3. 


"In our country, there are 61 colleges...and to the disgrace of the nation be it spoken, not 
one is dedicated to the cause of female education" (p.2) 


"That no refined happiness can be enjoyed by man without the smiles and converse of 
refined, enlightened and intellectual woman." (p 3) 


"Not elevated by education, she would...possess no higher ambition, than to excel in 
dress, vain show, and extravagance." (p3) 


"It is the noble mother that makes the noble son." (p4) 


"If you wish him to rise to distinction, in the world of knowledge, honor or morals, you 
must enable him to unite himself to a woman who approaches equality in mental 
endowment, and who will thus be able to bear him up in the struggle of life, rather than 
drag him down to degradation and shame." (p5) 


"On December 23,1836 the charter for the Georgia Female College was granted, thus 
making the college the first in the world chartered to grant to women 'all such honors, 
degrees, licenses as are usually conferred in colleges and universities.' " (p5) 


"The college opened its doors on January 7,1839." (p5) 


"One gentleman, upon being asked for a contribution to the College, refused, saying 
flatly, 'I would not have one of your graduates for a wife, for I could never even build a 
pig-pen without her criticizing it and saying it was not put up on Mathematical 
principles.' " (p6) 


"Another gentleman stated: 'No, I will not give a dollar; all a woman needs to know is how 
to read the New Testament, and to spin and weave clothing." (p6) 


"The course of study apparently included'natural philosophy, mental and moral 
philosophy, astronomy, botany as connected with chemistry, physiology, and geology, 
history, ancient and modern languages,'" and it is noted that the students took "public 
and oral examinations." (pp7,8) 


"The only atonement we can make for past oversight and carelessness, is ample 
provision for the present, and suitable and efficient arrangements for the future." (p9) 


From the first Commencement Address..."The sphere of woman is constantly enlarging 
as education fits her for loftier duties and Christian philanthropy multiplies her means 
of doing good." (pi6)
